The news from Canton to-day

Ts appears that the Cantonese

At. prenent there. are very 
strong Cantonese forces and guao- 
boats assembled at Samehui, 
and provided there is no 
further retreat, haavy fighting 
ts axpected there within the next 
few days. 

Ap explanation of the Canton. 
ese retreat comes in a “report 
from “the frost.” This states 
that the Cantones® forces recap- 
tured Takhing on the 6th. [nstant 
and had every ptospect of re- 
taking Wuchow, but forces in the 
rear became troublesome and 
moutinied, with the result that the 
vanguard had to withdraw. Thus 
Takhing egsin fell into the bands 
of the opposing treaps on the 82h. 
intant, aud followidg thisdevelap- 
roent the Cantonese forces re- 
treated ‘all-along the fine ‘before 
the advancing Kwangsi and 
Yonnan troops, who did not 
beve to fire a svat. Genes! 
Chen King-ming, on bearing 
that the troops at the front were 
unrelisble, immediately despatcb- 

bis brother, Cnan King- 
wong, with six battalions of 
reinforcements, but these arrived 
too Tate, and these forces are now 
at Samshui, where thay are 
strengthening the defences.

Increased Port Traffic. 


Calcutta:—Citizens of Rangoon 
in particular and of Burma in 
general] may justitiably take 
pride in tha latest report of the 
port commissioner.

The volume of trafic was also 
the highest known and the gener- 
al vitality of the port trade en- 
abled the commissiocers to face 
the question of their increased 
working costs with more equanin- 
ity than would otherwise have 
been the case, Up totbe present 
Burma has mainly relied un its 
magnificent syatem of waterways 
aod the bulk of the merchandise, 
both imported and exposted, bas 
been water-borne. Most import— 
ant of all, of course, is the further 
development of the port of 
Rangoon itself in order to meet 
the growing trade of Burma and 
to make it grow still further. 

Avery important scheme has 
been’projactedin conjunction with 
the Rangoon Development Trust 
and a3 9002 as trade and finance 
permit the work will ba under. 
taken and should have a most 
beneficial effect on tha trade both 
ofthe port and the city. Minor 
improvements are proceeding all 
the time. The latest s!atistics on 
the subject are somewhat behind 
hand, but stow that as ragards 
income and expinditure, Es -goon 
comes fourth in the ports of india. 
end Burma.

Kitchaner 
told the chief proprietor of The 
Thunderer how very displeased 
he was .regarding «a certein 
article that had just been publish- 
edin his paper.

Cheong Yue Steamship Company, 
Ltd. of Hongkong, and Hirji 
Molji, Lolji Mulji and Ehemji 
Shamiji (trading as Dharsi Navji 
avd Company) of Endis,-atid was

The facts of the case were that 
on November 17sb. 1916, a obarter 


party was executed in Hongkong} 


by which the plaintiffa agreed to 
tat the ateamer Singaporean to 
the defendants for 10 months st 
the rate of $23,000 per month. 
Whilst the steamer was in the 
defendants’ possession it was re- 
quisitioned by tha Government, 
on Match Slst., 1917. Consider.

chartarwhenover thaGovernmant 
reloased her. On the other hand, 
the defendants ssid that a certsio 
telegram they cent only amount- 
ed to an agreewent to take the 
steamer, when released, for the 
residue of the time cbarver.
